Nesbit T h aw passed a note to her hus­ 
band during dinner at th e Cafe Martin 
on the evening of the 
tragedy, that 
District 
Attorney 
Jero m e has 
this 
note and refused on the demand of the 
defense to introduce it in evidence. So 
far indeed, had T h a w ’s defense prog­ 
ressed that at the close of the day ’s 
proceedings 
the announcem ent 
was 
m ad e by Mr. Dolmas that either the 
wife or the mother of the defendant 
would 
be the first 
witness on 
the 
stand in the morning. 
T h e threat against T h a w ’s life was 
m ade two years aud a half before the 
tragedy 
occurred. 
District 
Attorney 
Jero m e objected to the inroduction of 
the evidence, 
declaring the 
defense 
was not understood by him tc be one 
of self-defense. 
Mr. Delmas replied that the defense 
intended to take advantage of every 
legal defense allowed in the state of 
New York, be it insanity, self-defense 
or any other legitimate justification of 
the taking of a human life.

objection by the district attorney to 
testify as to what change of manner, 
if any, it produced in Thaw. 
Tt has 
been reported from time to time that 
it was in this note that young Mrs. 
Thaw, referring to White, wrote to hor 
husband: “Thut B

here.” 
“W e u nderstand,” said 
Mr. Delmas, 
“that this note is now in the posses­ 
sion of the learned district attorney. 
We want to get at the contents of that 
slip of paper, believing 
it to be m a ­ 
terial evidence.

Jero m e sat silent. 
H e tugged 
at his short, stubby m ustache. There 
was absolute and dram atic stillness in 
the courtroom and Mr. Delmas stood 
waiting and all eyes were turned on 
the district attorney.

“ I d on’t know, T had one with you,” 
came the reply, and it was s o u l * time 
before the bailiffs could restore order 
in the courtroom.

was insane by competent evidence and
